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A Letter From Mr. Nettieton.

iEp. McCook TRiBUNE:—In the In-
.dianola Courier of Oct. 26, I find an
article referrine to the Public School
work and myself which may be mis-
leading. )

The statement that “There are many
schools in the county that bave never
been visited by the present incambent,”
is incorrect, wnleas the BEVERAL
SCHOOL TERMS is intended; if the latter
is the meaning, I need only say that in
a new ceunty, where 80 much was to
be done and where there was so
little mouey in the treasury, and where,
until after the county debt was founiled,
warrants would bring only sixty cents
on the-dollar, it seemed extravag aut
to visitvevery school every term; many
of them very small; some consisting of
only one fawily. Mt may not be under-
stood that there are no peryuisites to
the office of Co. Supt.

The salery is for time actually em-
ployed, go much per aay; in this county,
the winimum prive fixed by law, aud
the acesuut must be sworn to.

[t is difficult to believe *‘Directors
complain of his lack of attentior to
district matters,” for no school officer,
or school teacher has, by letter or
otherwise, brought any matter to my
notice that has been neglected.

There is absolutely no exception to
this; every letter aud every comwmuni-
cation has bren auswered, and they
have been very nuwerous.

And, 1 believe tne County Comuis-
sioners will ratify wy statewant, that
I have made carefui use of all the ap-
propriation L was at liberty to draw
upon. And, 1 will add that I have
spent many days for which 1 made no
charge.

Evidently the editor does net under
stand the subject of which he writes;
that he docs, scems to me a bold as-
sumption vn hig part.

Ju this short article, I can only hint
at a part of what has been done since
my term of office commenced.

There have been two couaty con- |
ventions of district school officers, i
seven teachers’ institutes and teachers |
associations; the latter without expense |
to the county, and very little to the |
teachers. These important meetings
ot school officers ana teachers are the
only oues ever held-iu the county.

About forty teachers’ examinations
and twice as many visits to schools,and
school districts, In response to letters
of request from school edicers, ete;
made the necessary reports, and per-
formed my duties, as I pelieve, in gen-
eral faithfully.
any houest persons who are acquamted
with me will say that [ am not *‘active
and energetic,” but if such should be
found, 1 will try o mend my ways,
for these are excellent qualities, and
I respect the opinions of honest people.
